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Elba’s council meeting filled with hints of disagreement

The Monday evening Elba City 
Council meeting was routine on the 
surface. However several subjects on 
the agenda could erupt later into dis- 
agreements if not fall grown wars. 

The disagreement with District 
Attorney Joel Folmar over funds for 
(or from) the drug task force; pay- 
ment of bills submitted by Jackson 
W. Stokes; i ee of over $20,000 
of attorney bills submitted by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood or even the pro- 
cedures for selling the old school 
property are all potential problems 
for the council from outside forces 
or simply within the body itself. 

The disagreement with the DA 
continues, with neither party agree- 
ing to surrender their position. 

A letter from Stokes said he 
would help with a pending lawsuit 
only if the council agreed to pay his 
past billings, 

Haywood gave the council writ- 
ten notice they have 30 days to ap- 
prove his $20,000 plus legal bills - 
expenses he contends were incurred 
in his official position as mayor. 

Recommendations Haywood 


made to the council concerning the 
exact procedures he would like to 
see followed in selling the old school 
property prompted comments of dis 
agreement from council members af- 
ter the meeting.

DA & City of Elba’s officials remain 


at odds over drug

An ongoing disagreement be- 


tween the City of Elba and District 
Attomey Joel Folmar is apparently 
stuck, with neither side willing to 
give in, 

Folmar, who heads the 12th Ju- 
dicial District Drug Task Force, con- 
tends Elba should have given 
$32,000 of drug funds to the task 
force. 

The money was part of the half 
million seized by State Trooper R. 
W. Whitworth from a truck passing 
through the area. An Elba police of- 
ficer assisted in the case. 

Federal authorities released the 
$32,000 to Elba after receiving a 
written request from former chief 
Jack Parker. The paperwork in- 
cluded a promise to use it to pur- 
chase new cars and other equipment 
for the city. 

The drug task force is funded by a 
federal grant, through a state agency. 
Since Elba failed to tum over the 
funds to Folmar, he has not paid 
Elba any of the 75% matching mon- 
ey to pay an Elba police officer used 
on the task force, 

Recently he met with the cit 
clerk and police chief in his Troy of- 
fice and they reported he offered a 
settlement. The settlement would in- 
clude paying Elba the back money 
for the police officer but not al- 
lowing Elba to share in any future 
drug and forfeiture money the task 
force secured until the $32,000 had 
been recovered by Folmar's office. 

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended the council not accept 
the proposal until the feds say do it. 
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bust money 


The mayor gave council members 
a written report to support his posi- 
tion. The report goes back to the July 
6, 1993 date of the arrest of the two 
Gomez brothers and finding of the 
cash hidden in a mattress, 

Haywood noted that the Elba po- 
lice officer involved, L. C. Cook, 
had never been a part of the drug

On Monday evening Elba Mayor 
Ricky Haywood presented council 
members with a packet of in- 
formation relating to attorney bills 
he has incurred during his term in of- 
fice. Haywood asked the council to 
reimburse him for these expenses, as 
he incurred them in his official posi- 
tion as mayor. 

Haywood noted he had presented 
the first group of bills on October 
10, 1994 and the council had failed 
to act on his request for payment. 
The mayor said the council tabled 
the October 7th request and put off 
any decision and he considered that 
a “no”. This latest request included 
those bills and others Haywood said 
he has paid since that time. The total 
appears to be $20,948.27,

thorized to help when possible, but 
will not leave their police duties to 
make regular runs, 

Also approved was a grant ap- 
plication to add new sewer lines in 
three areas. The request is for Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds which must be 
matched with local funds. 

The grant, if approved, will ben- 
efit 139 families, 48 of these don't 
presently have the services of city 
sewage. The areas to be served are: 
lower Kinston Highway, Cedar Lane 
Drive and Thersa Street. 

The project is expected to cost a 
total of $378,850. Council members 
agreed to pay up to $65,000 of that 
amount if the project is approved. 

Frederick Hamilton, representing 
the SouthEast Alabama Regional 
Development Commission,  ex- 
plained to council members the lim- 
its imposed by federal guidelines 
and stressed that this is a com- 
petative application and there is no 
guarantee of the grant being ap- 
proved. 

If approved, the project should 
need the local match money in about 
12 months. 

At the present time, the sewer la- 
goons are at 80% of capacity. This 
includes a 30% infiltration rate from 
rain water due to damaged existing 
sewer lines. The additional custom- 
ers will add one percent to the sys- 
tem.

Bobby Lee volunteered to inquire to 
determine if Elba would qualify fora 
Farmer's Home sewer loan/grant 
The funds would be used to make 
the needed repairs and upgrades on 
the existing sewer lines and/or the 
two cell sewer lagoon.

County Commissioners enjoy smooth meeting

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was a smooth 
one with all commissioners present - 
even Mr. Robert Stephens. 

Commissioner Stephens under- 
went emergency open-heart surgery 
on Saturday, April 8, and he’s al- 
ready back on the job representing 
his constituents. 

“I'd like to thank the Good Lord 
for my being here and all of you 
folks for your prayers and thoughts 
and especially my wife.

Only one item of old business 
was listed on the agenda - the open- 
ing of bids on storage buildings for 
the Farm Center Complex. 

The only bid submitted was from 
Enco Construction Company of En- 
terprise.

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Mayor recommends absolute 
auction on old school property

The Elba City Council has been 
discussing plans to sell the old 
school properties as excess property. 
Tentative division lines have been 
reviewed by council members and 
proposals for auction of the various 
parcels discussed. 

Previous reports indicated council 
members would retain the right of 
refusal on any auction price. Mon- 
day evening Elba Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood said he recommended the auc- 
tion be an absolute auction. He said 
this would remove all the politics 
from the sale and prevent someone 
from coming to the next council 
meeting and getting the property for 
a slightly higher price, even if they 
hadn't been a bidder. 

Haywood requested he be al- 
lowed to solicit an auctioneer for one 
day at a flat rate and that the auction 
be held on a Friday or Saturday in 
August, 1995. 

He also recommended they sell 
all the properties on the same day, 
rather than selling a few parcels now 
and others later.

The Alabama High School Athletic Association released its re 
Classifications for the 1996-97 school year and the changes will be very 
obvious for area teams as many of the old “Area” rivalries will be merely 
a thing of the past. Here is a quick look at how the athletic scene will look 
in tWO years < 

*ELBA TIGERS - The Elba Tigers will remain 3A, but will find for 
mer rivals Luverne and Louisville moving down to the 2A ranks. The Ti- 
gers new Area 3 foes in ‘96-97 will be Rehobeth and Headland, which 
puts Elba in a three-team area with two Wiregrass schools. Elba’s Coach 
David Lowery admitted the new area alignment will be different, but stat- 
ed it might help the Tigers finally fill-out a schedule since only Louisville 
Will probably drop the Tigers, and the new teams must be added. 

*NEW BROCKTON - The New Brockton Gamecocks have to be won- 
dering what they did to deserve their switch to the 2A ranks, especially 
why they will be placed placed in Area 4.
